Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Ledge et al (U.S.Pat. 
5,515,167) discloses a transparent optical chuck which is used to forced a semiconductor wafer 
to take a desired shape. Any gap which is formed between the chuck and the wafer can be 
imaged through the transparent chuck. 

Claims 1-4, 6-21 have been found to be allowable since the prior art of record either 
alone or in combination, neither discloses nor makes obvious a combination of a wafer carrier for 
carrying a wafer having a transparent base, a conducting layer positioned on a bottom surface of 
the transparent base, and a bonding layer positioned on a top surface of the wafer carrier for 
bonding the wafer and transparent base, and a conducting layer positioned on a bottom surface of 
the transparent base, wherein the conducting layer of the wafer carrier is attracted to an 
electrostatic chuck via electrostatic force, as recited in the instant claims. Applicant's arguments 
filed 8/13/2008 are found persuasive and incorporated herein by references.
